Continue for ;i further limited period the office of the fourth a.d. 1884. 
member of the Irish Land Commission constituted by the 
twenty-second section of the Arrears of Kent (Ireland) 

Act, 1882. 

W HEREAS by the twenty-seeoud section of the Arrears of Rent 45 & 46 Vict. 

(Ireland) Act, 1882, the Right Honourable the Viscount c - 47- 
Monde was constituted a fourth member of the Irish Land Com- 
mission for a term of two years from the passing of the said Act : 

5 And it is expedient that the office of fourth Commissioner should 
be continued tor a limited period : 

Be it therefore enacted by tbe Q,ueen\s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Comiuous, in this present P.'uiiament assembled, and 
10 by the authority of tbe same, as follows : 

1. At any time after the expiration of the term of two years office of 
mentioned iu the twenty-second section of the Arrears of Rent 
(Ireland) Act. 1882, Her Majesty may, by warrant under the Sign sioner. 
Manual, appoint, a fit person to be a fourth member of the Irish 
15 Land Commission, in addition to the three persons named as Com- 
missioners in the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, at a salary of 
three thousand pounds a year , and fora term of two years computed 
from the eighteenth day of August one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-four. 

20 Save as aforesaid, the provisions ot the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 

1881, which relate to the members of the Irish Land Commission, 
other than the Judicial Commissioner, shall apply to the person 
first appointed under this Act, and to every person appointed 
as herein-after provided to a vacancy in his office, as if he had been 
25 named in the said Act a member of the Land Co mm ission other 
than the Judicial Commissioner. 
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A.d. 1884. If and so often as during the said term of two years any vacancy 
— occurs in the office hereby constituted, by the death, resignation, 
inability to act, or otherwise, of the person for the time being 
holding such office, Her Majesty may by warrant under the Sign 
Manual appoint some fit person to fill such vacancy ; but the person 5 
so appointed shall only continue in office until the expiration of the 
said term of two years : Provided, that any act or matter which 
under the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, shall be done or performed, 
or may be done or performed by three Land Commissioners sitting 
together, shall and may after the passing of this Act be in like 10 
manner done or performed by three of the Land Commissioners. 

Short title. 2. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Irish Land 
Commission (Continuance) Act, 1884. 
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To continue for a further limited period 
the office of the fourth member of the 
Irish Land Commission constituted 
by the twenty-second section of the 
Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882. 
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
